lect as its food almost entirely tho larva! of 
nsects which feed upon the foliago of our 
shade frees and Iho insects fLcniselvea.and 
it was thus to bo both a pleasant companion 
and a useful earfanl. 
That it Im faithfully 


remained wilb us, in beat nnd cold, there is 
no question; but ila popularity has no;, it 
must 
bo 
cocfeaso:!, increased with its 


rapidly augmenting numbers. In [his city

from our streets and smaller parks, hcranso 
there wero cone to drivs awny.

after Iho introduction of tho FPAITOWS tho 
'allure of tho latter to keep them in snbjec- 
ian sicco only showed that natural causes 
accounted for tho former freedom /rom tho 
pests. Another speaker went farther, and 
'«id that tho English sparrows allack«d Iho 
arvrc of the injurious worm, cot in order lo 
destroy (ho larv.-o thcmsclvc", but to feed 
ipon parasitical 
insects, which, if left 


clone, would accomplish the wished-for do- 
strnction. Thopdoro P,oo3ordt, Jr., of this 
city, gave tho bird credit for doing some 
jood, but thought Ihey oflen ale tho bud of 
fruit Irces, r.r.d ho said that in Egypt they 
are wasteful devourers of grain. 
It may bo 


added that Dr. Elliott Cones, ono of Ibe 
moat practical ornithologist) in this country 
advises that tho English FJIMTOWS bo ejtcr- 
.'linaled. 


It docs cot follow, even from this weight 


of testimony that thcss birds should bo has- 
ily condemned, at leas:, not without n henr. 
iag in thfir defence. Ia this city Ihcy cor. 
ainly add a rlessing picture of Iif« to our

'It a workman may address a King," Al- 
fonso XII., interrupting him, said ,

boxea in tho streets. The projiet is looked 
upon as feasible by London biisiocsi men.
